2. During the entire period of his TDY GIORDANO* s work load 
was extremely heavy due to the presence of a large group of Soviet 
pre-olyrapic athletes and their attendants plus one Soviet ballet 
group followed by another. Such a concentration of visiting 
Soviets in Mexico is extremely unusual. In order to keep up with 
this overload, GIORDANO put in a fantastic amount of overtime for 
which he was not compensated. In addition he met, without fail, 

a daily deadline over a two week period in support of an important 
local operation. His work was consistently of the highest order. 
For this commends him and would welcome him back at 

any time.

This is to forward my two Time Sheets and Progress Reports for the 
period starting with my arrival in Mexico on 10th September and ending 
with 19 November, 1967. 



The load of work on this desk during my stay here was above the nor- 
mal, I was told, because the presence of many Soviets here: first the 
large dancing and singing ensemble "Berezka 11 , then the more than 160 
sportsmen and thei r large administrative staff for the Pre- Olympic 
sports competitions, and as the third large group the Ukrainian 
Ballet on Ice. Besides those main groups came and went many different 
delegations, representatives of all kinds of reporters of newspapers, 
radio and TV in connection with the Olympic events, preparations for 
the Olympic Games of 1968 and the celebration of the 50th anniversary 
of the October Revolution. Many of those people had numerous long 

distance calls in M e xico and abroad which took a lot of time to read 

due to the bad connections they often had.

It took me on many Hfi&i up to 16 full working hours to get ready 
with all the r eels, I can honestly say that I did not waste my time, 

I worked as quickly as I ecad could. I often had to listen to the tape, 
to translate in my mind and to write the condensed transcript simulta- 
neously.

It is true that nobody asked me to work so long hours* I did this 
on my own initiative because I was here to do the job, and the work 
had to be done by me because there was nobody else to do it . 

I probably would not have been able to cope with it had I not re- 
ceived good help from the Station as to the punctual meetings and 
exchange of taperecorders . 

I am glad that my n old age health 11 allowed me to carry that load 
of work without any serious breaks although I often was so tired 
that I even had no wish to go out for sightseeing when there Ope- 
ned to be some free time. 

It would be good if such abnormally hard working periods could be 
made in future a little more pallatible for the workers by granting 
them some reward for the overload work if the Station finds that the 
work was done in due course. That would bolster the workers 1 moral 
very much.
